York 
S prings R. 2, Five Points, was badly 
dam aged by fire. 
Fetrow, a farm er, had returned 
hom e S aturday night after a 13-day 
trip to Florida w ith a group from 
the area who traveled In a W olf's 
Bus Lines vehicle. 
Paul Wolf. York Springs fire chief 
and president of the bus lines, said 
M r Fetrow had m ade a fire in the 
kitchen stove of his home Sunday 
m orning, the first fire there since 
he had gone ta Florida two weeks 
before. 
Discovered Bv Neighbors 
Fetrow told C hief W olf th a t the 
fire did not seem to draw properly, 
and th a t after he had lighted It. he 
noticed a smell of smoke, but was 
unable ta locate any trouble and 
h ad gone to 
a 
neighbor’s home 
about 
* 
mile 
away 
for 
Sunday 
dinner. 


W hile he was away other neigh­ 
bors noticed th at the Fetrow home 
was ablaze. They called York Springs 
Fire com pany w hich in tu rn called 
in G ettysburg and H am pton firem en 
as th e blaze roared up through the 
re a r of the house, badly dam aging 
all but the extrem e front of the 
building. The fire spread from the 
kitchen, w hich was an addition to 
th e original house. Into the first 
floor, up through the second floor 
to th e attic, causing considerable 
dam age on all floors of the eight- 
room house. 
York 
Springs 
firem en, 
arriving 
w ith two pum pers, quickly drained 
a cistern and then sent one of the 
pum pers about two miles to the iron 
bridge a t W ierm an s Mill to secure 
w ater and keep the booster tank of 
th e pum per rem aining at the fire 
supplied. Sim ilar m ethods were used 
by 
H am pton 
and 
G ettysburg 
to 
secure w ater. 
Furnishings Damaged 
M uch of th e furniture 
in 
the 
hom e was dam aged by fire, w ater 
and smoke, w ith firem en able to 
rem ove only a few pieces of fu rn ish ­ 
ings from the blazing structure. 
Mr. Fetrow arrived a t his hom e 
a fter firem en had there for some 
tim e. 
Fetrow told C hief W olf th a t he 
believes a storm during the last two 
weeks m ay have dam aged the chim ­ 
ney in th e kitchen thus perm itting 
sparks from the stove fire to find 
th eir way into rafters and sta rt the 
blaze.
